The pay of College Women®

Frances M. Abbot

The Associstion of Collegiate
Alums @ numbering neariy 2,000
women who bave received college
degrees, bas just is-ued a veluable
compendium of Stalistips on the
“Compensalion in ceriain oecups
tious of Women who have received
College or olber special training "
Circulars were sent out to members
otthe A C. A engaged chiefly in
professioval, mereantile, or techui-
cal pursnits; but the pamphlct gays
that the inquiries were not io all
cases restricted to alumes, but - 10~
clude in some instances women not
college bred, engaged ip occupsations
requiring epecial training. The
number of schedules returned in re-
sponse to this investigation was 451.
They represent all parts of the coun
try. The total namber of occupa-
tions given is 66, but many of these
are very nearly allied. There are
169 teachers, the largest number in
any single employment, 47 librari-
ans and women engaged in library
work, 28 stenographers, 22 purses
and superintendents of nursing, 19
Jourpslists, including editors and
reporteas, and 19 clerks without spe-
cifieation 88 to the the kind of ser-
vice. Toshow the variety of occu
pations represented, it may be men-
tioned that there is an actress, ad-
vertising agent assistant in the na-
ticnal Herbarium, assistant on dic—
tiovary, ussistant in observatory
astronomer, car recorder, draughts-
women, insurance broker, insurance
solicitor, writer of advertisements,
revicer of patents, water analyst, be
sides several proof readers, telegraph
operators, beokkeepers, artist. In
looking over this lisy one is at once
struck by the absencs of physicians
This is probably due to the fact
that this investigation does not con-
sider independent workers, but only
thoge employed by some firm or in—
stitation. So far as I can learn, the
the woman physician in general
practice in the smaller cities receiv
es precisely the same fee as the
mad.

To return to our tables, we find
that 338 of the total number of re-
spoundents have some other remu.er
ative occupation besides their main
work; 74 have no other, while 39
make no answer. This seers rath~
er surprising especially as we imme
diately learn thatin 350 cases (ab.u
78 per cent of the whole) the wages
dvrived from the main occupation
are sufficient for the suppurt of the
worker. Iuis furtherinteresting Lo
know that 117,0r nearly 26 per cent
report that they are occupivd with
domestic cares besides the r main
work. The compiiers vote 1kis d'-
versitieation of industrial pursuits
seems to indicate that the buiden
of the woman ig probably heavier
than thatof ber male fellow worker
We find that 244 respondente, Lhe
largest number in any one class, are
paid a salary between $50 and 875
a mon:h, ¢. e, from 8600 to $900 a
year. On eitherside ot them
find two equal groups ot 88 each.
Oneot these groupes rec.ives be-
tween 825 and 850 a month (300
to $600 a year), and the oiber re-
ceives between 3750 and 8100 =
month (3900 o $1,200 a year. There
ure 73 who receive between %100
and £200 a month (81,200 to $2,500
a4 year) ; two who are paid between
$200 and 8300 a month $2400 to
$3,600 a year ; and then comes the
glorious news that two womebD Teo~
ceive over $300 a moath (83,000 a
year.

This last fauet ovght Lo give & mo-
mentary gleam of happiness to every
woman who reads these lines- One
of these women is classsd as a teach
er, she mmay be & college president,
and one a8 an insurance solicitor.
Under cover of their brilliant record
we can slip in the fact that six wo-
men acknowledge that they receive
lees than $25 a month £300 a year.
This is such a manifestly inadequate
sum that we are forced to conclude
that the whole time of the workers
is not paid for,. These six workers
are classified as follows: Three in
library employmeunt, one typesetter
one stenographer, and one assistant
postmaster. Of the 161 teachers
who reply to this question. 24 re-
ceive under $50 a month; 64 receive
between 350 and $75; 42 receive be-
tween $75 and 100; 29 between 8100
and $200; one between $200 and 8300
There is but one other woman who
receives between $200 and 8300 a
month, and she is an editor,

A salary of between £100 and
200 a month ought to support & sin~
gle woman in comfort. Besides the
29 teachers there are 44 other
women who receive this amount,
Nine are engaged in library work,
four as editors or reporters, four as
nurses or superintendenls of nursing
four as clerks, three as stenographbs
ers, four as type setters [is not this
usexpected?] and one each us artists
assistant in the National IHerbari-
um, assistant curator, assistant on
dictionary, assistant postmaster, as-
tronomer, bookkeeper, bookkeeper
and cashier, examiner of bonds,
manager, telegraph manager, 8teno-
grapher and bookkeeper, stenogra-
pher and bookkeeper, stenographer
and typewriter, combination stenc-
graphy, teaching and newspaper
work, type writer, writer of adver
tisemonte, reviser of patents. While
about 38 per cent of the whole num
ber of respondents are teachers,
about 40 per cent of those earning
over §100 are teachers, It isoften
asked why the majority of self sup-
porting educated women continue
to enter the profession of teaching
There seems 1o be a good financial
reason for it, notwithstanding the
enormous competition. Other rea-
sons are that a colloge graduate can
undertake teaching without special
training and that it offers large va-
cations, which are particularly aes
ceptable to women., The hours of
labor are not those of soctety. Per-
baps fur this reason more than any
other bave cultivated women hes «
tated to undertake regular employ-
ment.
